the cas?. From now on until the end of the session the 
facilities of every undergraduate shall be centred in one para- 
mount interest and one only —success in his examinations, 
and the maintenance of his status as a regular student. 

It is not to lie denied that a university benefits vastly 
from the nature of its undergraduate organizations. The 
success or failure of these organizations to maintain a high 
.iiul respected position in the world of ii.t r-uuiversity rela- 
tions has a great influence on the status of the university 
Itself. As an oducal'lvc medium their presence is of incon- 
testable value to all concerned. Hut at the same time their 
sphere of influence, must be confined. Heroin lies one of the 
most imminent dangers of present day universities, particu- 
larly on tins continent. 

• • • • • 

Give Undergraduate activities their place, but keep them 
in that place. A university is, first of all, an institution to 
educate and train the youth for whatever profession he may 
see fit to follow. It is witli that idea that a university is 
founded. It is with that idea that students are sent to a 
university. It is with that idea that the university matricu- 
lates students. Once the undergraduate loses sight of the 
only concrete and real purpose of his course, he is on a 
fair way to pcrmaturcly loavc behind him the portals of 
what he would fain hnvc termed his "Alma Mater." That 
there is too much of this sort of thing in American univer- 
sities, no one will deny. That there is far more than there 
should be at McGill very few will deny. The tendency must 
be "nipped in the hud." It must not be allowed to reach 

alarming proportions. 

. • • • • 

Well, how is It to be done is the general query. The solu- 
tion is simple and obvious. To impress upon those who 
enter the University the proper attitude ami the proper 
sense of proportion there must he first of all, and a very 
strong chord of sympathy between faculty and students. 
The old "Chinese wall," standing as an insepnrahlc barrier 
between the narrow-minded, fossilized outgrowths of an ut- 
terly abnormal and falsely academic atmosphere on the one 
hand, and the suspicious, light-headed, irresponsible school- 
boys on the other, must be destroyed in its entirety. It has 
been disappearing gradually at McGill during the past few 
years. Its funeral, however, has yet to be celebrated. I»ct 
the faculty and students get to know and understand ono 
another INDIVIDUALLY AS WELL AS COLLECTIVELY, 
and much will have been done to destroy any fatal misap- 
prehensions. Such an understanding will promote mutual in- 
terest and co-operation. Here lies the crux of the situation. 
Secure CO-OPERAT8 >N and the problem is solved. Secure 
co-operation and you will have ALL WORKING FOR ONE 
COMMON END AND USING COMMON MEANS TO ATTAIN 
THAT END. Undergraduate activities will be duly recog- 
nized. Their claims shall no longer fnll on deaf ears. Their 
educative value shall find its strongest testimony in tho 
finnl nnulysis of the professoriate.

Our fondest dream is to think of the day when Creator 
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McGill will blossom forth in all her untold possibilities. Let

The following is ta en from the 
London "Daily News ' of Saturday, 
Feb. 24th, headlined as above, It 
should he said in explanation that 
the majority u( the English doctors 
are strongly opposed to the new 
Llovd-Georce Insurance Act, anil 
have been conducting quite an agi- 
tation throughout the country for its 
amendment in so far ..s it affects the 
medical profession, ilis report will 
recall the famous Slfton meeting of 
last vear, and will serve to s o\v that 
McGill men arc not alone in taking 
pari in political démonstrations. 

"An extraonlii nry scene was wit- 
nessed at the University here to- 
night. For a time complete di. order 
prevailed, students of both sexes be- 
lli.' embroiled in a heated physical 
combat, created by the medical stu- 
dents in their determined efforts to 
prevent the holding of a delate u; oa 
the conduct of the doctors in regard 
to the Insurance Act. 

Those who had assembled (or the 
dolat; were driven by sheer force 
from one meetine, place after another, 
and eventually compelled to abandon 
their intention as the only means o: 
restoring pence. 

Fireworks and almost every other 
conceivable instrument for raising a 
din wore employed by the unruly de- 
monstrators, whose conduct was 
vigorously condemned by their own 
Dean, Professor Gilbert Hailing, an 
eminent local consultant. 

" 'That the attitude of the medical 
profession towards the Insurance Act 
is nt once irrational, unprogressive, 
and unnational' was the proposition 
that provoked the riotous proiCBt 
from the fledgling medicos, who were 
joined, I am assured on good author- 
ity, by medical men from the local 
hospitals, and also by young practi- 
tioners in the city. 

FIREWORKS. 

Ladies and gentlemen had come 
from York, Leeds, London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Sheffield to join in 
the discussion, which had been ar- 
ranged by the Derating Society of 
the University, and was to have com- 
menced at 5.30 in the large medical 
theatre. At the appointed hour, how- 
ever, the theatre was in the posses- 
sit n of the medical .'t:idents i nJ their 
friends, who mustered c!o~e upon 200 
strong. Firoworkd were freely dis- 
charged, intermingled with imprcca- 
ctitrions upon the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and all his works, and a 
variety of sounds blared out by a 
collection of noisy contrivances added 
to the confusion. 

It soon became apparent that the 
debaters had stolen o march upon 
the enemy by shifting the locale of 
their assembly. Someone suggested 
that they bad taken refuge in the 
Latin Theatre, and the disorderly

NO DEBATE.

(iivat Speech by Dean Kep- 
pel ol Columbia Causes 
General Comment 

The Columbia Spectator contains 
an interesting account of a speech 
on the traditions of the University 
by Dean Iveppcl. inasmuch as it em- 
phasizes the importance of living up 
t" ideals and standards it. should at- 
tract the attention of all college 
men. 

Thé Dean spoke as follows; 

"A man's development in college 
and University is a many-sided thing, 
but there are two broad sides to It. 
There is, in the first, place, hi:, own 
Individual development; Th.'s is, in- 
deed, of no small importance, but i 
it is the only kind that the man re 
ccived there is danger of selfishness 
and intolerance. Fortunately, how 
ever, this is not the only kind ol 
training which the colleges furnish 
-'li re is also the training thai 
comes in co-operation with others. 
Team play and coltejja spirit are a 
much part of this as s.,i a 1 work in 
engineering or the common tr'ai ilnf 
of the seminar and tlu labornlo y. 
At Columbia we have one factor 
which makes toward an underlying 
spirit of unity and oiie> which is of: in 
overlooked nowadays when the t. mp 
t t oa is strong to forget the past in 
the contemplation of the present, an ! 
ti e cors deration i f the future. Thus: 
institutions which can boast an his- 
torical background are felt in the 
daily life olid in the peint if-vicw 
of tli t? students. 1 wonder whether wa 
all nalize how distinguished .nul how 
picturesque is this background in the 
ense of Columbia. 

"To one who knows her history 
many a picture comes to the mind's 
eye. We can sec little groups cf 
burners standing on Bowling Green 
and discussing the fciossibility of 
starting a College in the Province; 
we can see them organizing the lot- 
tery by which the first funds were 
obtained. Then comes a picture of 
the small room in the school-house 
of Trinity Church, perhaps one quar. 
ter size of this Chancel, where King's 
College began its work one hundred 
and fifty-eight years ago. Instead o' 
the present staff of more than S00 
there were eight youngsters seated 
on President and Faculty .-•Samuel 
Johnson, the friend of Benjamin 
Franklin. You may remember that 
when he came to take up his work 
from his homo in Connecticut his one 
stipulation was that he should be 
permitted to retire to the country 
should the small-pox break out in 
New York. In place of the thousands 
of students now in residence, there 
were eight youngsters seated on the 
hard benches before Dr. Johnson. And 
yet even with these humble begin- 
nings those who founded the little 
College teemed to have some stnse 
<<f »'bnt. the future had in store. * 
wish everyone of you would ta'ce the 
time to read the original announce- 
ment of King's College, you will find 
it at the beginning of the University 
Catalog; it ends as follows: . . and 
finally to lead them from the Study 
of Nature to the Knowledge of them- 
selves, and of the Clod of Nature, and 
their duty to him, themselves, and 



,,f the God of Nature, ami everything 
that can contribute to their happi- 
ness both here and hereafter." 

"Let us turn lo another picture, 
twenty years later. We can then see 
a group of young Alumni and under- 
graduates plotting sedit on and re- 
volution under the nose of the Tory 

1 President, Myles Cooper; this group 
would include Gouverneur Morris, 
John day, Robert Livingston and 
Alexander Hamilton; a little later, 
when an infuriated crowd gathered he- 
tore the College to wreak vengeance 
upon Cooper, Hamilton lo>ally har- 
angued them until the President had 
time to escape through a back fence 
and reach one of the British ships in 
the river." 

The Dean spoke of King's College 
during the revolutionary period men- 
tioning tin a tivitles of the alumi i. 
Following tlie close of the war, 
King's became Columbia College. 
Continuing, the speaker said: 

"A few years later we can picture 
the little College gathering together 

j to hear a characteristic address from 
Washington Irving, who was an hop 

' orary alumnus, In the Eixties Colum 
bin sent her share of suns to the 

I front an.! a proles or was formally 
expollcd for having espoused the 
Southern Cause.

1er entered upen an even longer ten 
ure. !n I860 began the service oi 
Professor Van Amringe, who.e loya. 
and distinguished carper has done 
more than pcrha) s any other on 
thing to bind together, spiritually, 
the sn ail denominational college ol 
t /o d iys and the great univers. t> 
of to-day. 

"More important (and if we car 
make ourselves realize it) more D: 
spiring than any single Incident o 
the life of any one man is the con- 
ceptions of th? tens of thousands who 
have gone before us through this In- 
stitution, each contributing his sha.e, 
great or little, towards making the 
University a living force. 

"Cîentlemen, let us not forget the 
ideals and traditions for which you 
and I are now responsible; it is easier 
for us to do our best to make all 
that can be made out of our lifo 
here when we realize that in doing 
so we arc not merely gratifying a 
selfish plan, hut are ca rying on a 
grant and noble tradition. Truly, 
gentlemen, we nrc, in the words of 
St. Paul, 'Citizens of no mean 
city.' '"

March 8th, 1911, begs to submit to 
you herewith its Report, embodying 
what it believes to he an equitable 
set of rules governing the revising of 
McGUl athletic insignia, it recog- 
nizes, however, that at future points 
in McGill's athletic history, modifica- 
tions of these rules will become neces- 
saty. 

Before submitting the report in de- 
tail, we wish to point ont a few of 
the more important reasons for the 
changes we propose. 

Our first action as a committee 
was to >end to each of the most pro 
minent Universities of Canada, Great 
Britain and the United states, n lut- 
ter asking first, for a copy of their 'lu 1 
rules governing awards of athletic 
distinction- and secondly tor a state- 
ment of the basis upon which such 
awards were made. Replies to the 
first query were unite numerous, 
among those heard from hem.' To- 
ronto, Yale, Harvard, Cornell, 
Georgetown, Wisconsin, Syracuse, 
California, Illinois, Wesleynn, Colum- 
bia, Michig ,n, Kansas urid Pennsyl- 
vania; but most of these institutions 
neglected t., answer our second query 
directly. Perhaps the most striking 
exception !.. the list statement is 
that of Toronto University, who say 
"The award is made according to the 
ability of tin- individual, Irrespeîtive 
of the success of the ream as a 
whole."
